It would be a pretty wonderful Irib- 
iitc to Henry Miller and d. T. Kelly and Prank MeNnl- 
ty, Chuck Ford, dim Xoiman, Bill Hogan, Dan Tracy, 
Beott Milne and the ri^t of the leaders who did S4^ 
mneh tt» Iniild our Brotherhood, if wc eould add Hb, 
000 UiMA^ members to onr rolls this year— 1,000 for 
eacli year of our existence. If we all AV^ork together, 
each ofTieer and member doing a simre, when Novem- 
ber rolls around we ean stand togelliei* 700^000 
and drink a birthday toast to the IBEW, to its future 
and the future of onr industry Avhieh knoivs no

The Farm Question 

With all the eoidldcnt talk cireulaling these days 
about fu'osperity, there is at least one *‘fly in the 
olnlmcnl '' so obvious that it eauiiol lie iguoiTd. There 
are a number of iViva as organ ii^ed labor sees it, but 
the farmem are beginning to ery out Avilh sneli a 
loud voice that their plight can no longer Ih> ignored. 
While there seems to be a Ikkuh on for evcrylK»dy oIkc, 
witli emploATUcin at n eoiiiparably high level and 
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profitK ami dividoials liiiijher and higSu^j' 

in cMimpiijiy lanii pritH's and tin* ranncn’s* in* 

ruiim roiiliiuic^ la (Imp Inwi^r and lowrr. Tliisi past 
SeptemlK-r farm income was a bill km dullais less 
Mmn in September a year ago. 

And tmcc more tlie propiiganda lM)ys are Uf» to 
iheir old tricks. Led by Agrienllure Se(*relary Kzru 
Taft Benstnu the eaiiipaign is on to eonvinee lijc 
farmei^ that bdan- unions are the eausi» ot all their 
troubles. Secretary Ben sim claims that fa niiei^i aren't 
Iming Inirt by low farm prices and Iheir shrinking 
hieomt^, but rather by ibe high juices tliey have to 
pay for iheir efjuipniein and every! li tug they ^st^ 
And liere’slhe giinmiek^ — Se<-r( lary Benson cl a I ms ilia I 
these higher ptnees have Imhuj ftjrceil on the fanners 
because of the new wag*^ eontra<*tH in^uotiated by tlie 
unions during tlie j>ast year. 

Here are a few things the Secretary failed to i>oiiii 
out. Many of the eouipanies, wliere rising wage rates 
were cited as a reason fin* the farmers plight* made 
the highest pmfits in their history in iJCifK Some of 
tliese eom|iantes could have absorbed all wage in- 
ci'cases with no price advmice and still have made 
a trennmdons profit. 

That ’'s one imjmrtant iitunl. A seeoml is that iU'iet‘s 
which farmei^ paid for eonnnodities nstnl in [irodtie- 
fion aeuially fell sev(‘n pi‘r(*ent» amt wagi* rates for 
hired farm labor f(*ll one tiercent. This is not rpiile 
congnmns with wliat lhe Seenuary teriim the cause 
of the fanners^ trouble. 

Howi^V('r* the rale of iulen^st farmers had to pay 
on borrowts! money rose lb pereeril and taxes 10 ]ier- 
rtml. Sf*mUary Ibnison faik^d iu tmnilioji soaring 
bankers' profits last year iti his analysis. 

In tfie past throe yeai'S fannens’ erofr ]ii‘iees have 
fallen 12 percent am! livestCK-h jiroduets 1b percent. 
Xel inennn‘ drojtped nearly four billion dollars in 
th !'(*(* years. 

Bnt still^aceurding to some of the so-called e.xpert.s 
like See notary Benson, organ iztsl labor is to blame. 
Anythitig to drive a wedge between tlie farmers and 
hdw and etond tlie nsd is.sues! 

We hope that the fiirmei^ won't l>e taken in by 
this jiropaganda. We hojie tliat they will give semn^ 
thought to allot lier cabiiief inemlmr^.s (»bservations — 
liie Seei'Ctary of Labt^r's e<mniients on the .same snb- 
jeet. which are diainetrieally upj>ost^iI Ui those of the 
SiH .t^tary of Agrieitltnre. Secretary Miudiell in a 
speech made ivcenfly in Kansas riyv told membei’s 
uf the t Ninsnmei-s' (Cooperative Association what 1 u1k>f 
unions have been preaching for veal's. lie sidd that 
industrial wage hikes* far fmm hurting the farmer, 
will aetitally help him out of his ee(Hioiiiii* diflleiill ies. 

“The broad interests of the farmei's*" he said, ^'are 
lM*eoniing indistinguishable from the iidemsts of in* 
dust rial workei's. 

“Expansion of consumer markets for the benefit 
of farmers depends u[>on expansion of tlie purchasing 
power of eousumei’s. It is to the eventual I)encfit of 
everyone when the pnrcdiaslng j>ow(U* of workei*s is 
milarged through wage increases/’ 


Secretary Bensou and farmers of the nation take 
note! It is high time that farmers and rmioii members 
pooled their efforts* aiul their voles* to improve 1lie 
lot of alt working pmple whether they toil on eonnt ry 
farms or in the cities’ shops am! phint.s.

An iiem aj*|)carcd in a London newspaper reecnll^i 
wliieli certabily was in the nature of a *'niaii bites 
dog’* story* British trade unionists returning from a 
visit to Russia iiimle a ret((U't on the iiclivilies of 
Bussiaii trade unions. 

In one area the Russians told the British visitoi>i 
that their workers had never foniid it necessary to 
strik(** never in tlie 37 yeai-s of the USSR. They re- 
ported further that the niemhei^ fiad nev(»r asked foi- 
a sliorler work week (pr^'seiiT work week 48 lioni-s). 
Imt once they had asked for and oldaim*<L a longei' 
work week '’‘in order to fuifill the reuntremeiils of 
the (economy/’ 

This sonmls like n most peculiar union set-ujv. The 
ri'jmrl might well inelm le otlier f minis — how fiard 
the %V(trk in Russia is* liow low the pay, liow seven- 
file penalties for absent w*ism iind tardiness, the ab- 
sence of the so-called “fnnge” benefits wliieli play

Kvery!mdy“bul everybody! likes 
to be appreciated— likes to receive a 
sincere compliment, Foa know what 
a lift H word of praise can give to 
your duy» / know how much a compli- 
mentary T^unark can mean — but— hiw 
often do ICC remember to apply this 
heating balm, this elixir to others? 

Coiiipliinents an* things we like to 
get but forg%»t to give^and, every- 
body needs them ! 

I heard an interesting liltie story 
the other day about the wife of a 
farmer* She had sewed fine meals 
to her men folk for 20 years without 
a \vtnxl of thanks or praise for her 
eJToiHSi So one day she served them 
cattle fodder for ilinner. They thought 
sheM gone cra^y but all she said w'as, 
*‘rve never heard a word in 20 years 
that would make me think you’d know 
the difference?!’* 

Maybe that same thing is happen- 
ing to us and we’re fed up and longing 
for some notice that all we do is not 
just taken for giimted* 



Well gals, there’s not much we can 
do to win compliments for oui'selvt?s 
exci:?pt be worthy of them, unless wo 
can leave this artick* lying around 
handy svhere friend husband may htul 
it and take the tip* 

Hut we can do something toward 


bringing pniise into others’ lives. Ami 
this enn bring more pleasure than ymi 
think, Thai old quotation ’* Tis more 
hl«*ssed to give than to i^ecelve” often 
pi'oves very true. So let’s try out some 
gentle woids of praise on our family 
and friends* 

Maybe your husband is just as tin^d 
of being taken for gnmled as you 
are, How long since you praised him 
for some of the many things he doi‘S 
for you? Just going out faithfully 
to his job ivvery day so you and the 
children can have the things you need 
is praisw* worthy in itself. Busy bosses 
and big companies haven’t time to gl%'e 
praise and give a lift Xu your bus- 
band’s ego, but you hnvi? mid the jobs 
can get pretly monotonous and difheult 
Homeiimes. A stoiw appeared in a 
popular magazine some lime ago. It 
was about a man, a hard worker, n 
c'hiof accountant who committed sui- 
cide. His books were found to be in 
IHO'fect order, the man’s health was 
go<id, his financtal affairs prosperous. 
He left only a brief note. It said, ’*ln 
ijb ycurs I have never hiid one word 
of encouragement. Fm fed up.” 

I^t's make it a point to suy some- 
thing nice to our husbands every day. 
If wc only tell Mm he always lm»ks 
Immkomc in his navy blue suit, or 
what a neat job ho alwiiys does of 
parking the car* or how w^ell the vac- 
uum works since he fixed it, the liule 
bit of praise 'will go a long way to- 
ward bolstering his ego and making 
him happier. 

Then there are the children. We’re 
quick to scold when they misliehave. 
But are we always as quick to praiflt? 
them w'hen they do the things they 
should ? 

Children Xeed Fraise 

1 was visiting in a friend’s home 
the other afternoon when her little 
girl came home fmm school with her 
report card. Her mother glanci-d at 
it and said ’’Fll sign it foj' you later, 
Nancy/* I saiv Nancy’s eyes fill up 
with leans — -tears her mother didn't 
notice.

He says that one hot day the late 
William Lyon Phelps, Yale's renowned 
English professor, went into a crowded 
dining car for lunch. When the stew- 
ard haadc(l him a menu he remarked, 
“My but It is warm today. It must 
aimost unbearable for the boys in 
the kitchen,” 

The steward looked at him with 
surprise. Then he smiled and said, 
“Kver>’ day people come In heii' and 
complain about the food and the serv- 
ice and kick about the heati and in 
H) years you’re the first person who 
ever expressed any aympiitliy for the 
cooks in the kitchen!”

Ilawever, watchfulness in itself, 
is not enough. I tictatoi^hips do not 
come onhj beeanse the jteople have 
been cauglit napping or liecause 
some tyrant is dever enmigli to 
take over the country. There is 
anotlier eiemerit involveil. 

Dictatoi'S take over a eountry 
most easily when the |ieople them- 
selves lose their enthnshism for 
ileniocracy* Ami this may lit* 
bmuglvt alimit in several wa>ii, but 
ehiefiy when demoeraey fails to 
solve vital Imiiuin problems. 

If people are liungiy, if there is 
widespread unemploynieiit, the 
people are ripe for a change ami 
all the dictatoi's we know of in 
modem times have been past 
masters of j>ropagatMla ami the big 
He. Always, their party, their 
regime, is the pju‘ly of the people. 


Only when the jieople have swab 
lowed the propaganda “hook, line 
and sinker,’’ comes the next step— 
tlie terrorism, the degradation, the 
beating into complete submission. 

The story of the dictatoi^ is a 
tremendous one. Thiek volumes 
have been written on single fvha.m^s 
of the rise to power of Jtiissolini 
and Hitler, J^talin and IVroii, the 
four best known dictators of onr 
lifetime. VVe can only |>oiiit lUil in 
these few in our iJot'RXAL — 

the iinivei-sal pattern, indicate the 
way the dictators work, and issue 
a waniing to every American — ^to 
every son! who says “It can/t hap- 
jHui here.’’ Wliether it can or it 
ciiirt Ls up to us — depends on two 
f ac to rs — lio\v vigilant we a r(‘ 
against the tactics of totnHtnriaii* 
Lsm and how successful we are in 
making democracy work. 

Now let us review for a immient, 
the events in the creation of the 
Fast'ist dictatorship in Italy, the 
Nazi regime in Hermany, the rise 
of communism in Russia, and the 
latest of the dictatorships, lliat of 
Perou in Argeiitinn. 

ITALY 

In 3Iarch 1919 the first Fastrist 
band was formed by ilussolini at 
linian. In a general election in No- 
vember the Fascists first af>[u*jired 
as a political orgaiuzation but re- 
ceived only nominal support. 

In May 1921, in the general eh^e* 
tion the Fascists entered into an 
alliance witli the Nntionnlisls ami

Wilson asked lo ap- 
pear before this Executive (.‘tmtiei! *Mo suiimit own 
ajipeab*' However, he later wired ns tluU he ** cannot 
enter United States. 

This Kxeculive Coimeil has studiiMi many eases. 
But we have never studied any eontaiuiiiir less merit 
than the two appeals of Wilson.

Death Claims Two 
In Springfield Local

Since our last writing, thi'oe of 
our members have “ciost the bar” 
as mentioned by Tennyson in the 
foregoing poem. Tht? first to “put 


out to sea” was William Lamprecht 
of l.incohi, niinois, who was fatally 
stricken on October fith while visiting 
in Chicago. At the time of his death, 
Mr. Lamprecht was 62 years old. He 
was bom in Germany on September 
13, 1893. Funeral services were held 
for him at the Holland and Barry 
Funeral Home in Lincoln on Octo- 
ber 8th. Buriat was in Union cem- 
etery, 

Mr. Lamprecht was initiated into 
Local 193 on Jan. 15, 1943. He 
Winked with the tools until the end 
of the second World War, At that 
time he went into the electrical con- 
tracting business in Lincoln, and w*as 
actively engaged in same at the time 
of his death. 

On Thursday, October 14, at 7:10 
p.m., the second of our members was 
called by his “Pilot.” Brother Ernest 
W, Small of 1737 South Pasfield, in 
S|)ringAeld, died suddenly in Memo- 
rial hospital less than two hours 
after he had been admitted for a 
heart condition. Brother Small, 
known as “Gov“ by most of his 
frictulB, w^as 60 years old when death 
claimed him so unexpectedly. He wm 
born on M ay !8, 1895, in Mart ins- 
burg, W. Va. He married his wife 
Margaret In 1919, and they moved to 
Springfield in 192L 

“Gov” Joincil the LR,E,W, in June 
of 1931, when he w^as initiated by 
Local 963 of Kankakee, Illinois. In 
August of 1934 he became employed 
as substation maintenance man for 
the City Light and Power Depart 
nicnt here in Springfield, and sub- 
sc?quently transferred his card to Ijo- 
cal 193. During Bi*other SmalTs 20 
odd years with Local 193 he spent 
about half of it with the city, ami the 
other half working as a wireman for 
several of tile contractors in oiu* ter- 
r I lory, 

Funeral services wei'e held for 
Brother Small on Saturday, October 
15fh al the Thomas C. Smith Sons 
Funeral home. He was buried in Oak 
Ridge Cemetery, 

Just t^vo weeks later on Saturday, 
October 29th, one of oui retired ineiii- 
k^rs, William 1*. Rachford also “put 
out to sea” on his final journey bear- 
ing him both out “of Time and 
Place.” Brother Kachford w-as 85 
years obi when ikath overtook him, 

n*' had spent most of his lifetime 
in the electrical game having joined 
Local 193 in 1906. He was also an 
associate of the Rachford Brothers 
Electrical Company for several years 
prior to his retirement. 

Brother Rill was laid to rest in 
Calvary Cemetery here in Springfield 
following services for him at St. 
JiisepIPs Church on Wednesday, No- 
vemlKM* 2nd. 

Needless to say the death of these 
tlnve men has been an immeasurable 
loss to tlieir families and relativ'es 
as well as to their many close friends.

Local 212 Votes to 
Install Voting Machines 

L. V. 212, CINCINNATI. OHIO — 

Local 212 haa adopted a resolution to 
chanire its bylaws whereby the local 
will use votiut? machines for its 
future election of officers. Thf* use 
of these machim?s will constitute a 
savini^B in mnney spent for our elec- 
tions in the past, but more imjior- 
tant the resuUs of the votings will be 
known in a matter of minules after 
the polls dose. It was with these two 
thoughts in mind that the resolution 
was di'afted and aflopled hy the mem- 
ln*rship. 

It shauki lie pointed out that the 
saving in money will not be appreci- 
able, It will possibly be in the iieigh- 
liorhood of 2o dollars, Meverthelesa, 
il is a saving and that’s what counts. 
At first it was feared that voting ma- 
chines would be out of the 
tii4>cause of the cost of renting them, 
thereby nullifying the big ad^^aniai^e 
of the machines, namely, the results 
are known shortly after the jiolls 
close. 

The saving is effected hy the fact 
that the judge and four tellers afi- 
|K>inted to handle the election no 
longt*r are n^quired to stay up all 
night tabulating the ballots. (At our 
Iasi election the results were not 
known until almost noon of the fol- 
lowing day.) Now the EU^tion Com- 
mittee will only have to be on the 
job for about eight hours. As a re- 
sult, the fee that w^as paid these men 
has been more than halved, but will 
still be a substantial figure consider- 
ing the amount of work to lie done. 
Formerly, by far the greater and 
more tedious work was in the count- 
ing of the ballots, and not in the 
conducting of the voting. 

Another saving was brought alaiut 
by the fact that the printing of bal- 
lots will now be a part of the ma- 
chine rental. 8incc vve used a ballot 
similar to those used for our national 
elections in which the names of the 
candidates rotated, the cost of print- 
ing these ballots was around |Sri.OO.

Now the vic- 
torious candidates and their support- 
ers can go ahead and celebrate short- 
ly after the polls close and the de- 
feated candidates and their support- 
ers can retire to their homes for a 
good niglit*s sleep. 

All in all, they should prove a vei^ 
worthwhile investment for the local 
mcmlau^ship.

present and we w^oubl again like to 
say thanks to these locals. 

In my last letter to the JornNAL I 
mentioned the fact that the American 
Thermos Bottle Company in Nor- 
wich was non-union and makers of 
the famous non-union thermos bottle. 
Now I would like to talk about a 
more serious situation. 

First of all the Carpenters in Nor- 
wich do not belong to the Building 
Trades Council, Becently our huai- 
ness manager, Thomas Bodgera; Ar- 
thui' Hoberge, the Teamster’s busi- 
ness manager; and 

the Norwich Council, made a gigantic 
appeal at a Carpenters meeting to 
try and have them join the Council, 
This matter they tablecl, which was 


nothing new for them. They have 
!>cen doing this for years. 

I sincerely hope that some of the 
top union brass read this and then 
aid the Norwich Council in a solu- 
tion to this problem. These same 
Carpenters w^ork with non-union 
tradesmen and contractors, and it 
doesn’t seem fair that our contract* 
ors with whom we sign agreements 
have no chance of competing for their 
jobs. 

The NorW'ich Building Trades 
Council is at wit's end trying to sign 
these Carfienters to the Council. In- 
cidently they ai*e the only tradesmen 
in the state w’ho do not belong to 
the Trades Council. 

In the Nonvich area the Elec- 
Irtctaris hav<^ lost ail small homes 
plus many remodeling jobs. The 
Teamsters are losing concrete work, 
plus the organising of many lumber 
companies. The Fitters are also on 
the short end of the stick. It is 
noted that these same Carpenters 
work union for 40 hours and then 
contract for themselves nights, Sat- 
urdays and Sundays, 

It would be appi^ciated if the In- 
ternational Office would offer advice 
ill this matter. If any reader has a 
solution kindly advise the Nonvich 
Building Trades Council, they have 
been trying to cope with this situa- 
tion for years. 

At this writing we ha%^e appm.xi- 
nmtcly 12 ap|)rentices attending eve- 
ning classes at the new Norwich Re- 
gional Technical School, two evenings 
a w*eek. 

Work in this area looks good for 
I he coming year but it will be late 
spring before the work really gets 
going. In my next writing I will 
have more about unionism in eastern 
Connecticut.

throughout the year 1950. This is 
the wish that the Ofikers and Mem- 
bers of Local 339 send to every niem- 
ber of our great organization. 

Negotiationa for our %vage ami 
working agreements are at last con- 
cluded. T think our business agent to- 
gether with his committees are to be 
congnitulated on n job well done. The 
basic increase for ail utility agree- 
ments is three percent. This brings 
the Journeyman Linemen^s rate (tclc-- 
phone) to $2.fM> an hour with the 
Light and Power rate $2.07 an hour. 
Sevei-jit fringe benefits were obtained 
such as, additioniil accumulative sick 
time, so percent of the fee paid for 
doctor and hospitalization to be paid 
by the employer ami straight time 
fnr paid holidays that fall on Satur- 
day or Sunday.

other utilities in the Southwest* Sev- 
eral similar programs have been 
established in other localities, and 
requests for information continue to 
arrive from locals and utilities scat- 
tered throughout the country. 

Changes and amendments to 38 7 's 
Apprenticeship program are negoti- 
ated between the local and the com- 
pany during negotiations. After 
these are agreed to, a Joint Appren- 
ticeship Committee, composed of 
three company and three union rep- 
resentatives, has complete jurisdic- 
tion ov^er all phases of the program* 
Both the local and the company 
maintain a hands ofT' attitude, 
leaving all authority and responsibil- 
ity with the committee. The oper- 
ating philosophy of the committee is 
based on what is best for appren- 
tices, the IBEW and the company* 
Under supeiwision of this Joint 
Apprenticeship Committee each ap- 
prentice receives thorough on-the- 


job training plus 144 houis of class- 
room instruction each year of his 
training. The result of such a pro- 
gram is production of joumeymen 
of which any local would l>e proud. 

Since 1948 when the program was 
initiated, a total of 41 linemen, 12 
electricians, seven electric meteiTnen, 
two gas metennen, four automotive 
mechanics and two machinists have 
won their IBEW jounte^Tnen diplo- 
mas, 

A measure of its worth Is the fact 
that during the past four years al- 
most all of the new foremen at Pub- 
lic Sendee have been graduates of 
this program. And one of the gradu- 
ate apprentices, R. P. Goodrich, past 
president of Local 387, has been ad- 
vanced to district manager. 

Hope to be checking with you again 
from sunny Phoenix next month with 
another report on the activities of 
Local 387*

Approxi- 
mately 45 men are still employed at 
the Colbert ^Steam Plant. We also 
have a few small jobs such as Dial 
Telephone System in Florence and 
Sheffield. Brother E. C. Easterwood 
is running the job in Sheffield and 
Bi-other Harry Pepper is running the 
job in Florence.

tion activity which usually occurs at 
the beginning of November has not 
been felt yet, and the large projects 
which are uiulenvay at the moment 
should keep us busy tintil spring. 

In answer to the many re<iui*sts for 
information concerning the Work- 
men's Compensation, the following 
win prove of interest to our mem- 
bers. The Quebec Government plans 
lo amend the Workmens' Compensa- 
tion Act to pi'ovide compensation to 
mi injured worker if his disability 
lasts more than five days. Disability 
must last more than seven days be- 
fore compensation is paid under the 
current legislation. 

Copy of a hill amending the act 
was tabled in the Legislative Assem- 
bly this month and given rii-st read- 
ing. One provision of the bill in- 
creases to T5 percent from 7U jH-r- 
cent the portion of a worker's siilary 
that will be paid as compensation in 
the case of accidentai death or per- 
mancnl disability, whether total or 
partial. This piviposed amendment is 
the result of the continued pressure 
jinri I'epeated demands by your dele- 
gates through the Montreal Trades 
and Labor Council and the (iuebec 
Federation of Labour. These amcml- 
rnents when made public usually give 
the public the impression that the 
government is acting on its own by 
granting this and that, but we miuvl 
mn'er forget that labor is iTSponsible 
for close to 05 percent of the amend- 
ments enacted and which prove to be 
beneficial to the working men of this 
province.

The Railway Labor Act us it ap- 
plies to the railroads and air lines iintl 
their employes Lndiiy ie a culmination 
of (id years of Federal legislation to 
govi^m the labor relations of employ* 
ers and to maintain peace and order 
in those relations, as u means of 
avoiding interruptions to interstate 
commerce. The basic [trincipies are 
laid down in the act as a foundation 
for sound latKir relations OTt the Rail- 
roads. 

In muling the act, it imposes a 
positive duty upon the Ciiniei's sub* 
ject to the act and their employes. 
To exert; every ell or t to make anfl to 
maintain agreementn concei iiing rates 
of pay, rules, and working comi Minns. 
However, we know from hitter expe- 
rience many weak nesses in the act. 
Foi‘ example, the Kail way l.uhor Act 
has always been referred to as aii ex- 
ample of goorl IiRkii' iegialaUon. This 
may l>c? so; if the parties covered by 
the law were to govern themselves ac- 
cording to its original intent, so to 
speak, the act would be btmeficial to 
ail concerned, It has htn>u found froni 
eKt)vrienct% that disputes handled ac- 
cording to the law have Iteen |iro- 
longed, when they should have 
settled. It is our belief that if Ihe 
parties to a dispute pletige to bargain 
in good faith, then fail to do so, it is 
time to do something that will guar- 
antee that gtwnl faith. 

We must act now and pul an F^Nf* 
to thos4^ long deluys aiound the bar- 
gaining lable. In the uami^ of prog- 
ress let’s start a national movement 
to amend the Railway Labor Act, We 
should notify the Carriej'S of our in- 
tentions to ask for an incr<‘ase in our

Governors Debate 
"Right-to-Work" 

L. II. 1208, SAVANNAH, GA.— We 

are entering on the threshold of a 
new year.

On November 21, lh5o, on the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company’s Amer- 
ican Forum, Governor Giififin of

.sas debated the *'Rlght-to-Work'* law. 
Governor Griffin said, **We believe if 
the citizen wants to woik, we are 
going to protect him to see that he 
works. IT he doesiTt want to work, 
then we are not going to permit in- 
timidation, acts of violence and other 
things to prevent some citizens from 
working. 

Governor Hall, who recentl>' vetoed 
a "Right-to-Work” bill in Kansas, 
.said he agreed with Griffin, that every 
man has a right to work. "But the 
difficulty is that the so-called 'Right- 
to- Work’ bill simply iloesiTt guaran- 
tee that right in the first place. In 
the second place, it was never in- 
tended for that ptirpose; and in the 
thir<l place, it is designed to put an 
instrument in the hands of the un- 
scrupulous employer to do away with 
the principle of collecth’e bargain- 
ing.” 

We belie’ve with Governoj- Hall re- 
garding the inteniled puipo.sp of the 
"Right-to-Work” law. 

We have only to read any of the 
many big daily papers to see that big 
business has gone all out to get their 
side of the so-called "Right-to-W'ork” 
law before the public. 

Our governnient advertises salta- 
tion of freedom, our churches adver- 
tise salvation of the soul. Why 
doe^sn’t organized labor advertise sal- 
vation of labor union people? 

We can start this advertising by all 
LB. E.W. members writing to our 
United States Senators and Repre- 
sentativos for an outright repeal of 
the Taft- Hartley law and to our 
state senators anti repi*esentatives to 
repeal the "Right-to-Work” law. 

We believe March 1, would 

be a good date to get all the letters 
mailed.

of the granting of our charter as an 
affiliate of the LB,E.’W* 

Our celebration also m a iked the 
com]>lelion of a new two-yeai’ con- 
tract with the Scranton Electric 
Company and its parent company, the 
Pennsylvania Power and Light Com- 
pany* ManaRement’s bargaining team, 
made up of top Ie%'d personnel whose 
names appear in the picture captions, 
were present at our party, which in- 
dicates, I sincerely believe, the tremi 
towards a more personal collabora- 
tion, the end results of which will 
help to dispel the almost universal 
belief that the fellow on the othei^ 
side of the negotiatiiiR table is an 
inhuman monster* an uri approachable 
tyrant and/or a member of a soclety 
dcdicated to the overthrow cT estab- 
lished government. 

These amicable relations are due in 
part to an expressed assurance of 
Job security, which stems from a 
contractual agreement unique in the 
history of utility bargaining. 

It might be well to first explain 
that a merger is presently taking 
place which will absorb our present 
employer, the Scranton Electric Com- 
pany, into the much larger 1 Pennsyl- 
vania Power and Light Company, a 
company whose employes aj'c repre- 
sented by a so-called independent as- 
sociation. 

With the anticipated consolidation 
of depart mcmts, there was a natui-al 
anxiety on the part of our member- 
ship as to whose heads would fall, 
a ml how many! 

At the conclusion of negotiations

Each plant will produce enoujjh wall- 
l>oard for 60, OW) jiew homes a year 
or a wall eijrht feet high and stretch- 
ing a distance of 4000 miles. 

Elect ideal work at the Uniteti States 
plant was done by Hatfield Electric 
Company of Indianapolis, Indiana, 
and the work at National plant by 
Beacon Electric and Engineering 
Company of Buffalo, New York. Here 
some 200 electricians of several locals 
spent the summer months. Some of 
our men were employed foj" a year.
